Ja m e s A. Rhodes and others 
w as ordered Monday by the 6th 
U S .C ircuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati 
But, in a related decision, the 
Cincinnati 
court 
refused 
to 
block construction of a con­ 
troversial gym nasium on the 
cam pus shootings site. Angry 
protestors have been dem and­ 
ing all sum m er that the gym be 
replaced by a national histori­ 
cal m onum ent. 
Kent S tate attorneys said the 
decision cleared the w ay for 
gym c o n s tru c tio n an d 
the

w eek,” but gym protestors said 
they still hope to get a court to 
block construction. 
Both court decision stem m ed 
from the M ay 4, 1970 shooting 
d eaths of four students by Ohio 
N ational G uardsm en ordered 
onto cam pus by Rhodes to quell 
an anti-V ietnam W ar protest. 
R elatives of the four, along 
with 
nine wounded persons, 
w ent to court in Cleveland two 
years ago, seeking $46 million 


in d a m a g e s 
from 
R h o d es, 
form er Kent S tate P resident 
Robert W hite and guardsm en. 
A 15-week trial resulted in jury 
acquittals for all the defen­ 
dants. 
D uring the past two years, 
the relatives have been w orking 
on a m assive appeal of the case, 
and 
w ere finally 
successful 
M onday. 
“We conclude that the plain­ 
tiffs (victim s’ relatives) a re 


entitled to a new trial because 
the verdict w as returned by a 
jury, at least one of whose 
m em bers had been threatened 
and assaulted during the trial 
by a person interested in its 
outcom e," ruled the appellate 
court. 
N ear the end of the case, it 
w as reported to trial Judge Don 
J. Young that one ju ro r and his 
fam ily 
had been threatened 
three tim es and assaulted on 


one occasion 
The appellate court 
noted 
that the th reats w ere related to 
the upcom ing verdict in the 
case, that the trial judge did not 
interrogate the ju ro r to learn 
w hat effect the incident had on 
him 
a n d 
th a t 
th e 
ju ro r 
rem ained on the panel 
In deciding to throw out the 
ju ry ’s verdict because of the 
th r e a t, th e a p p e lla te c o u rt 
called the situation “an attem pt 


to pervert our system of justice 
at its very h e a rt.” 
Although Rhodes and Nation 
al G uard officials again will be 
defendants in a new trial, the 
appellate court threw out all 
charges against W hite, reason 
mg that as K ent State president 
he had no control over guard 
sm en 
Concluded the appeals court 
in

excessive force w as em ployed 
m attem pting to deal with a 
civil disturbance "

A series of powerful flash floods 
w ith crests as high as 20 feet 
rolled through large sections of 
the K ansas City a re a M onday 
night and early today, causing 
death, m illions of dollars of 
property dam ag e and an ex 
tensive 
pow er 
failures

ham pered rescue operations 
By m id m orning the bodies of 
13 drow ning victim s had been 
recovered in w hat is one of the 
worst natural d isa sters in the 
city ’s history 
Seven ot

victim s w ere found in K ansas 
City, Mo., four in Leawood, 
K an.,

one

Springs, Mo 
“W e’re really afraid of what 
we m ight find out there today.” 
one police se a rc h e r said. “ We 
have no idea how high 
the 
casuality list m ight grow .” 
The high w aters forced the 
evacuations of 
thousands of 
persons, caused fires and e x ­ 
plosions that extensively da 
m aged one of the city ’s m ost 
prestigious shopping centers, 
cut off electrical pow er and 
phone service to m any a reas 
an d set off an exposion and fire 
Som e of the w orst flooding 
w as expected later today on the 
Blue R iver in east K ansas City. 
People living in the a rea w ere 
evacuated and officials w ere 
not sure how bad the sitution 
m ight becom e 
“ It looks like it’ll break the 
Blue R iver flo<xling record set 
in Septem ber, 1961," said Bill 
Henry of the N ational W eather 
Service “ I t’s a roaring body of 
w ater right now 
It’s flooding 
highw ays." 
W eather officials described 
the flash floods as the w orst 
since a m assive flood hit the 
city in 1961 and caused $1 billion 
dam age 
Many roads and sections of 
m ajor highw ays w ere im passa 
ble today and most businesses 
and schools w ere closed 
One of the hardest hit a re a s 
w as the Country Club P laza, a 
fam ous shopping and entertain 
m ent district 50 blocks south of 
dow ntow n 
At 
least 
th re e 
drow nings w ere reported there 
a f te r B ru sh C re e k flooded 
Monday night while the the 
dinner and m ovie crow d w as at 
its peak 
F ire trucks and police raced 
to the Plaza about 4 a m 
to 


light a blaze set off by a natural 
gas explosion T hree buildings 
w ere gutted in the fire and 
th re e o th e rs d a m a g e d 
All 
natural gas to the a re a was cut 
off. 
T here w ere no rep o rts of 
injuries in the explosion Police 
sealed off the plaza

Ice Storm Forces 
Balloonists Down 


Mayor's 
Court 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (U PI) 
— Two A m ericans who failed in 
their attem pt to be the first to 
cross the A tlantic in a balloon 
say they encountered a “ friend­ 
ly” shark when they ditched 
their craft in the ocean off 
Iceland. 
Ben Abruzzo, 47, and M axie 
Anderson 43, both of Albuqer- 
que. N M , w ere forced to abort 
their m ission M onday 800 m iles 
from the E uropean continent 
because of a storm that coated 
their balloon w ith heavy ice. 
They arriv ed in R eykjavik 
aboard a US. Navy helicopter 
Monday evening, about three 
h o u rs a f te r 
d itc h in g 
th e ir 
balloon nam ed “Double E ag le” 
into the Isafjard ard ju p , a 50- 
mile-long inlet of the D enm ark 
S trait, 17 m iles from shore. 
“The only concern I had was 
just as we touched down and 
released the balloon, a huge 
shark, a giant of a fellow, cam e 
rig h t up to th e g o n d o la ,” 
Abruzzo told reporters. 
“ It turned out that it w as a 
basking shark that only eats 
p lan k to n 
— 
a p p a re n tly 
a 
friendly fellow, but I didn’t 
know th a t,” he said. 
The basking shark is one of 
two largest species of sharks — 
the other is a w hale shark — 
and reaches lengths of 50 feet. 
They a re the only species of 
sh a rk 
w hich a r e not 
c a r ­ 
nivorous. 
The two balloonists said they 
sent out their distress signal 
early Monday because of heavy 
ice on their balloon. 


“ We lost c o m m u n ic a tio n s 
because of a continuous down­ 
pour and we w ere m oving too 
far to the north and we knew at 
that point we w ere lucky to 
survive the night,” Abruzzo 
said. 
The 
two m en, 
who 
both 
survived the incident in good 
condition, carried personal be­ 
longings they w ere able to 
salvage, including a carton of 
fam ily pictures. 
Asked w hether they would try

s im ila r 
c ro ssin g 
a g a in , 
Abruzzo said “N o” . 
Anderson and Abruzzo, who 
set 
out 
F riday 
night 
from 
M arshfield, M ass., did not set 
either distance or endurance 
m arks, although their flight 
lasted

and 
covered 2,000 m iles. 
A m erican E d Y ost, 57, who 
splashed down 250 m iles east of 
the Azores last O ctober, tra v ­ 
eled 2,500 m iles from the M aine 
coast and stayed aloft m ore 
than 107 hours. 
A nderson and Abruzzo, who 
had hoped to reach F rance, 
G erm any or Scandinavia by 
T hursday, ran into difficulties 
Sunday when adverse w eather 
patterns kept them looping in 
circles over G reenland.

Yet, civil rights are anything 
but free. They do have a price. 
But the price is payable in a 
different sort of coin.

We pay for the right of habeas 
corpus by letting some villains go J 
free. 
We pay for the right of privacy 
by letting some mischief stay 
hidden. 
We pay for the right of jury 
trial and the right to appeal a ver­ 
dict by slowing the pace and 
raising the cost of justice. 
We pay for protection against 
unreasonable search and seizure 
by making it harder to fight 
crime, and we pay for protection 
against job discrimination by 
making it harder to do business. 
Are we buying our civil rights 
at a fair price? The answer is 
never final. In fact, haggling over 
how much civil rights are worth 
is the very essence of our political 
process. 
Consequently, the law deals 
with civil rights in relative terms. 
It says (in Aldous 
Huxley’s 
words): 
“There is no such thing as 
‘natural rights’; there are only ad­ 
justments of conflicting claims.” 
Or, in the homelier language of 
an old legal aphorism: 
“Your right to swing your fist 
ends where my nose begins.”

Scary tale of spiders 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 
DEAR POLLY — My biggest cleaning problem is with 
spiders and cobwebs. I cannot get the upper hand with 
these pesky insects. Do you or any of the readers have a 
home rem edy or is a professional exterm inator 
necessary? —THERESA 
DEAR THERESA — Spiders do have one good point — 
they destroy flies and other insects. Brush the webs off 
and be sure to get into all corners. A broom with a clean 
cloth tied around it works well for this. Perhaps you 
have been leaving some of those little white eggs that 
must be crushed. After cleaning the surface well, close 
the windows and doors and spray with a good household 
insecticide spray, being sure to aim at the corners. 
When there seems to be a faint mist around, leave the 
room closed for about 15 or 20 minutes. Burn all the 
trash you may sweep up after cleaning webs down from 
walls and ceiling. Be sure there is no fire of any kind in 
the room, such as a burning cigarette, when spraying. If 
this does not work you may have to call in a 
professional. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Save some of those plastic mesh bags that 
fruit comes in to make bird feeders for next winter Fill one 
with bread scraps, popcorn or whatever you put out and then 
hang high enough in a tree so the dogs cannot reach it The 
plastic could be cut in a few places to make it easier for the 
birds to get to the food The squirrels help themselves to ours, 
too. 
Another use for such a bag is to make a hanging flower pot 
holder. Tie six long strands of strong cord together at one end. 
lace the cord up the bag (evenly spaced), beginning at the end 
of the bag that is tied. After it is run through the mesh, tie the 
cord together at the top, put a flower pot in the bag and you 
have a very inexpensive hanger. The orange color of such a 
bag looks particularly nice over a black pot. —ELSIE 
DEAR POLLY — On these very hot days I put five gallons of 
w ater in a dark colored water container and let it sit in the sun 
all day. By evening this provides hot w ater for two baths and 
the w ater heater does not have to run quite so much

DEAR POLLY — There is nothing more aggravating than to 
find the newspaper so soaked with rain that you cannot read it 
I have discovered it can be put on the ironing board and ironed 
dry so it is ready to read in a m atter of minutes.

Rights Policy Pays Off 


Since President Carter took office there is 
nothing he has done that upset traditional State 
Department officials so much as his campaign 
for human rights everywhere. 
It isn’t that foreign policy mandarins are 
opposed to human rights ; they just give the issue 
low er 
p rio rity 
than 
getting 
along 
with 
established regimes and advancing what they 
suppose to be Am erica’s interests. 
Thus when C arter’s “ open mouth policy” 
complicated relations with theSoviety Union and 
a few Latin American dictatorships, there were 
many I-toId-you-so rem arks in State Department 
offices. 
It seems, however, that the clucking about 
C a rte r’s 
diplom atic 
am ateurism 
was 
premature. There are signs that nations in many 
parts of the world are anxious about their 
relations with Washington and are cleaning up 
their human rights records. A few examples 
follow: 
— 
President 
Ferdinand 
Marcos 
of 
the 
Philippines has promised to relax his martial 
law rules which weighed on people for the past 
five years 
He is talking about holding local 
elections within a year and releasing all political 
prisoners not yet tried. 
— Though President Park Chung Hee con­ 
tinues to run a ham-handed regime in South 
Korea, he recently began releasing some of his 
political opponents from prison This was seen as 
a move to impress the Carter administration. 
— President Augusto Pinochet of Chile has 
disbanded the notorious and powerful secret 
police agency known as D IN A, which tortured 
and killed many opponents of the regime. 
— P eru ’s m ilitary regime, which seized power 
in 1968, has announced a return to free elections 
and civilian government in 1980. It is now per­ 
mitting political parties to resume activities. 
— 
Brazil, 
which 
spurned 
U.S. 
m ilitary 
assistance because of criticism of its human 
rights abuse, quietyly has stopped torturing 
prisoners at the personal insistence of President 
Ernesto Geisel 
— Iran recently permitted International Red 
Cross investigators to visit 20 prisons and report 
on conditions to the shah. The government also 
asked parliament to pass a bill to provide 
defense lawyers for political detainees 
Now not ail of these hopeful developments can 
be credited to the United States But some of 


them clearly result from C arter’s stand and the 
desire by governments involved to cement 
economic and security ties with this country. 
It would be easy, of course, to deride the 
progress made and to point to vast areas 
Russia, Uganda, South Africa and China, to 
name just a few, where violations of rights are 
flagrant. Nevertheless, to the individual who is 
not jailed in Seoul or tortured in Santiago such 
“ minor” improvement is priceless. 
Even at the cost of annoying dictators and 
discomforting the State Department establish- 
ment, C arter’s policy 
is praiseworthy 
and 
deserves public support. 
Using Cash 


Tucked in the new farm bill is a little-noticed 
provision that could pave the way for President 
C arter’s plan to eliminate food stamps and 
replace them with cash payments to poor people. 
The bill — likely to be approved by Congress in 
September — would authorize the secretary of 
agriculture to send checks to some food stamp 
recipients instead of requiring them to buy 
stamps and redeem them at groceries. 
It ’s a sound idea and it could save the tax­ 
payers money by cutting out the middlemen and 
reducing administrative red tape. 
A logical site for the experiment would be 
Birmingham, Ala., where a civic group known as 
Operation New Birmingham has been cam ­ 
paigning for years to discard food stamps and 
try a direct payment system.

Cutting Out The Chit-Chat

An 
ef­ 
ficiency expert by the name of 
Charles H 
Ford has just 
delivered himself of a lecture 
that all of us experts in ineffi­ 
ciency should take to heart. He 
wants us to cut out the chit­ 
chat 
The lecture appears in the 
current 
issue 
of 
N atio n ’s 
Business. This is very stern 
stuff, for M r Ford is a no-non­ 
sense fellow. His point is that 
“ talk is not cheap.” Idle con­ 
versation casts business a for­ 
tune. 
He 
has found that 
a 
typical executive spends 5'j 
hours a day in conversation, 
and to his horror, two hours 
every day are wasted in “ con­ 
versational fat.” 
This is a terrible state of 
affairs. This conversational fat 
equals 13 wasted 40-hour weeks 
a year, or one work week out of 
every four If a company has 
100 
executives, 
M r 
Ford 
calculates, “ conversational fat 
takes the equivalent of all the 
time of 25 of them.” He will 
show us how to get the fat off. 
Time is wasted, he says, in 
four ways The first is "com ­ 
pletely extraneous 
conversa­ 
tion." For example, the com­ 
mittee assembles and some­ 
body says, “ Guess whom I met 
in Chicago last week9’’ 
N O N - E S S E N T IA L 
b ackg ­ 
round information is a second 
no-no 
In this scenario, 
the 
company president 
asks his 
purchasing agent, “ Is the Jones 
matter settled?” The agent re­ 
sponds by reviewing the whole 
of the Jones affair. This is fat, 
fat, 
fat! 
Says 
M r 
F o rd : 
"Everything except yes or no is 
non-essential 
If the president 


wanted or needed additional 
details, he would have asked for 
them.” 
A third time-waster is the 
tangential conversation. 
A 
production executive asks an 
operations executive, “ Do we 
have room for this machine if 
we decide to buy it? ” The an­ 
swer can go from, “ No, but we 
can make room,” into a discus­ 
sion of where room could be 
made, what it would cost, how 
the room is being used now, and 
so on. M r Ford frets at this 
kind 
of 
thing. 
“ Everything 
except ‘No, but we can make 
room,’ is tangential.” 
Finally, Mr. Ford condemns 
the conclusion-supportive yak- 
yak-yak The president asks his 
marketing executive, 
“ What 
are we projecting for the sale of 
our new line next y e a r?” The 
executive 
ideally should 
re­ 
spond, “ Ten million,” or what­ 
ever, and shut up Sad to say, 
the tim e-wasting m arketing 
executive rattles on and on 
about how he arrived at the ten 
million figure. Fat! Fat! Fat! 
Such flabby behavior, says 
the expert, can be corrected. 
He asks us to consider the ad­ 
mirable example of the high- 
powered executive who has a 
plane to catch He talks faster, 
cuts to the heart of the matter, 
shovels paper into his brief­ 
case, and makes decisions in 
minutes that ordinarily might 
take hours. 
“ Unfortunately," sighs M r 
Ford, 
"people don’t 
always 
have a plane to catch.” 


W H AT ABO U T all this? It 
may be sound advice for some 
parts of the country, but it will 
never sell in Dixie. In terms of 
conversational 
fat, 
Southern 
speech is pure banana split 


line, 
two 
into 


Below the Mason-Dixon 
protocol 
demands 
that 
executives must inquire 
the good health of each other, 
and of various wives, children, 
hound dogs and horses, and not 
until these amenities have been 
observed can the sordid matter 
of commerce be approached. 
One of Bert Lance’s-hand- 
written notes to a friendly col­ 
league indicates the Southern 
way. “ Dear George,” wrote 
M r Lance, “ Was good to visit 
over the phone. Sorry I missed 
seeing you Thursday. I need to 
borrow $265,000 ” If the effi­ 
ciency expert had been writing 
that 
letter, 
he 
would 
have 
boiled it down to a single sen­ 
tence In that rude event, Mr. 
Lance might not have gotten 
the $265,000, and he might have 
avoided a heap of trouble. It’s 
hard to say. 
Analyzing the time that is 
wasted in my own office, I am 
bound to say that most of it is 
extraneous conversation. Some 
of the talk is tangential, for we 
do tend to fly off on tangents, 
but not much of it could be 
classified 
as 
conclusion-sup­ 
portive. We reach few conclu­ 
sions around here, and support 
almost none of them. 
It has been a long time, how­ 
ever, since any idle talkers in 
this office have said, "Guess 
whom I met in Chicago.” W'hat 
they say is, “ Guess who 1 met in 
Chicago,” but they never give 
you time to guess. They just 
rattle on, and we don’t get 
much work done but we don’t 
get ulcers, either M r Ford’s 
red-hot executive, the one with 
the briefcase, rushing for his 
plane, might do better to chat 
more and rush less. There’ll be 
another plane after a while

warned me "Put Martha on a 
horse with a sword in her hand 
chopping off the heads of five or

about to fall on Richard Nixon’s

Someone else

presidential shield 
One final suggestion might be 
a duplication of the “ Spirit of 
76" w ith a wounded Haldeman 
playing the fife, Nixon on the 
large drum and little John Dean 
playing the small drum next to 
him Martha would be carrying 
the

Flag 
in 
the 
background. 
W h atever monument they 
come up with is fine with me. If 
Nixon says Martha 
Mitchell 
was responsible for Watergate 
I 11 take his word for it. After all 
he’s never lied to us before.

Chamber Challenges Labor Suits

W ASHIN G TO N — In New 
York not too long ago a federal 
judge threw out the state’s 40- 
year-old 
law 
under which 
workers on strike were paid $95 
weekly in tax-free unemploy­ 
ment compensation. 
A few days later the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court 
in 
Washington 
sanctioned a 
Maryland 
law 
which denied federal welfare 
benefits to strikers. 
In Bicentennial year 1976, the 
Supreme Court struck down a 
federal law which attempted to 
dictate the minimum wages 
and overtime pay which state 
governments should pay state 
employes. 
And in a small town in Idaho, 
when a plumbing contractor 
refused to permit government 
inspectors inside his plant 
without a search warrant, a 
panel of federal judges upheld 
the contractor. 


IN M ADISON , W IS., a school 
teacher waged a five-year legal 
battle to win Supreme Court 
vindication of his right to speak 
before the school board over the 
protests of a labor union which 
claimed it had the exclusive 
right to speak for unionized 
teachers. 
These cases help illustrate 
key principles underlying a new 
legal organization 
founded 
earlier this year by business 
leaders active in the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United 
States. We call it the National 
Cham ber Litig atio n Center, 
Inc. (N C LC ), and its role is to 


represent business’s viewpoints 
before the federal regulatory 
agencies and the courts on 
issues of broad and critical im ­ 
portance to the business com­ 
munity. It is an independent, 
n o n p ro fit 
o r g a n iz a t io n . 
Fin ancing 
com es 
from 
membership dues and special 
contributions. 
We call it a business-oriented, 
public interest law firm. We all 
know that a healthy mix of 
diverse points of view go into a 
determination of what is in the 
public interest of the nation as a 
whole. We think the NCLC, its 
lawyers, legal research and 
studies will all contribute to the 
determination of what is in the 
o verall 
public 
interest 
by 
representing, on a case-by-case 
basis, an important facet of the 
public interest, 
the business 
viewpoint. 
IN T H E C A S E S mentioned 
above, the ru ->gs supported a 
business poi 
f view, but in 
each case an 
rriding public 
interest — su». 
as the right of 
free speech, in the teacher’s 
case — also was present. In 
other words, the NCLC will be 
concerned with broad business 
interests which impact not only 
on large segments of business 
but on the public as well. This is 
particularly true in the field of 
government regulation of busi­ 
ness, which affects consumers 
directly. 
In addition, the NCLC will 
conduct a center for legal re­ 
search and study, special proj­ 
ects and seminars. 
For a number of years the 
Chamber has maintained an 
active litigation program. Our 
purpose now is to expand and 
build on that program 
NCLC will be particularly 
active in labor litigation and 
will branch out extensively into 
the 
relatively 
new 
fieid 
of 
regulatory litigation, tackling 
re strictive anti-business a c ­ 
tivity in such areas as con­ 
sumer affairs, trade regulation, 
environmental 
law, 
constitu-

F IR S T , O R G A N IZ E D labor 
since the 1930s has convinced 
numerous 
Congresses 
that 
labor unions represent the 
great 
m ass 
of 
A m erican 
workers and that what is good 
for unions is good for the public 
as a whole. This isn't true, of 
course, when you consider 
there are upwards of 90 million 
American men and women in 
the work force, and organized 
labor represents less than 25 
per cent of them. The AFL-CIO 
represents 
an 
even smaller 
percentage, 
since 
only 
14.2 
million of the nation’s 20 million 
unionists are 
m em bers 
of 
unions affiliated with the labor 
federation. 
Despite this minority status, 
labor unions have won enact­ 
ment of numerous one-sided, 
self-interest 
laws. 
The 
only 
place left to attack them is in 
the courts. 
Secondly, business sim ply 
can't survive if something is not 
done to reduce the costs of com- 
pliance and paperwork re ­ 
quired of business by the 
regulatory 
agencies 
in 
Washington. The “ action,” so 
to speak* has shifted in many 
respects from the halls of the 
Congress 
to 
the 
regulatory 
agencies. 


IN ITS F IR S T case, acting on 
behalf of several trade associa­ 
tions, the Center brought suit 
against the relatively new Fed­ 
eral Electio n Com m ission, 
which supervises federal elec­ 
tion laws. It has challenged the 
constitutionality of several sec­ 
tions of the law which restrict 
the right 
of associations to 
solicit and collect funds for 
legitimate political purposes. 
Trade 
associations, 
repre­ 
senting many different kinds of 
business endeavors and inter­ 
ests, are prohibited from freely 
soliciting the officers, share­ 
holders, or white-collar person­ 
nel of companies which belong 
to the associations. To solicit 
these people, the association 
must obtain permission of the 
m em ber com pany. T h e re ’s 
another rub 
Although the 
company may belong to several 
trade associations, 
it 
can 
permit only one of them to 
make a solicitation No similar 
prohibitions 
are 
enforced 
against 
labor unions, 
which 
poured upwards of $10.5 million 
into the 1976 congressional elec­ 
tion campaigns 
In a major case before the 
U S. Supreme Court, as a friend 
of the court, we argued that the 
First Amendment right of free 
speech applies to corporations. 
In Massachusetts, corporations 
are prohibited from speaking 
out on certain propositions put 
before the electorate. That's 
wrong 
In another Supreme Court 
case which has national energy 
implications, we are trying to 
do something about recurring 
wildcat 
strikes against 
coal 
companies. In this case, roving 
bands of “ stranger" pickets 
had no dispute with a company 
in Ohio but nonetheless put up a 
picket line around its mine We 
hope the court will rule that the 
company is entitled to an in­ 
junction against the union 
whose 
members 
refused 
to 
cross the “ strangers” picket 
line. 
IN A N O TH ER C A SE, with 
broad potential impact in the 
labor field, we question the use 


of reverse discrimination as a 
means 
of 
curing 
past 
discrimination. We will appear 
before the Supreme Court as 
amicus curiae in support of a 
medical school applicant who 
would have been accepted but 
for 
the school’s affirm ative 
action program. 
It ’s our hope, of course, that 
we won’t need to be running 
constantly to the courts for 
relief. 
Our basic problem lies in the 
poor laws passed by Congress 
and onerous regulatory rules of 
the agencies. The laws are the 
critical factor. While defending 
our rights in court, we are de­ 
termined to play a greater role 
in the kind of legislators elected 
to Congress.

report was tightly edited t 
meet C IA security restrictions. 
But at H arvard University, on 
of the few schools to accept the 
challenge to clean house, a 
study committee faced no such 
constraints — and its report 
included a chilling description 
of CIA-inspired invasions of 
privacy on campuses. 
Selected facu lty, students 
and staff members “ have an

campaign to call on college and 
university presidents to follow 
H arvard’s lead. 
According to Halperin, the 
academic institutions initially 
targeted are those “ where we 
have reason to believe that 
there may be some kind of 
campus recruiter.”

He does 
need confidence in his partner 
when he makes this bid, but 
South is sure that North won’t 
suddenly show up with hearts 
after his first two bids. 
This four-heart bid makes it 
easy for North to go into 
Blackwood and to bid seven 
spades, when South shows two 
aces. 
The grand slam makes easi­ 
ly but there is a best way to 
play it. At trick two South 
comes to his hand with a 
trump. Then he ruffs a club 
high, comes to his hand with a 
second trump, ruffs his last

The ‘bran treatment’ 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


D EA R DR LAM B - I have 
had 
trouble with diver- 
ticulosis since 1976. I have 
made up my mind that I am 
going to try the bran treat­ 
ment. You told a lady you 
were going to send her two of 
The Health Letters on this 
problem, number 2-1, Spastic 
or Ir r it a b le Colon and 
Constipation and 5-6, Diver- 
ticulosis. Can you send me 
those two issues, too9 
I am on a low residue diet, 
but can’t use wax beans or 
tomato puree because they 
cause gas I have a good bowel 
habit as I take a pill after each 
meal, but I am thinking of cut­ 
ting this down as I think they 
are too strong 
D EAR R EA D ER - Most 
people can add bulk to their 
diet without any special in­ 
structions Just start eating 
whole wheat bread instead of 
bread made with white flour, 
use a bowl of cereal a day that 
contains bran, either Bran 
Buds or 40 per cent Bran 
Flakes, or any other bran 
cereal 
Some people may find that 
causes too much gas They 
will need to start gradually 
and perhaps just switch bread 
first and then gradually add 
the bran cereals. You should 
expect some gas problems for 
at least three weeks after 
switching to bran 
I am sending the two issues 
of The H ealth Le tters, 
numbers 2-1 and 5-6, that you 
asked for Others who want 
these can send 50 cents for 
each issue, with a long, 
stamped, 
self-addressed 
envelope for mailing 
The 
issue on Irritable or Spastic 
Colon also includes informa­ 
tion on bowel training There 
is more to it than just eating 
bran 
I am not sure what kind of 
pill you are taking three times 
a day.

Chemical laxatives are very 
harsh on the colon and result 
in a laxative habit. 
Individuals who must use a 
laxative would be better off 
using a simple bulk expander 
Metamucil is a good example. 
Some people who have too 
much gas or have other 
problems that make using 
bran difficult may tolerate 
bulk substances such as 
Metamucil These inert sub­ 
stances simply expand with 
moisture and form a gel-like 
substance The bulk improves 
colon function in some just as 
the bulk from cereal fiber 
does. 
Studies that show whether 
inert bulk laxatives or cereal 
fiber are better, are hard to 
come by There doesn t seem 
to be all that much difference 
The theory is based on the 
idea that the tubular colon is 
lined with muscles 
These 
must contract rhythmically to 
move the food residue along 
If there is not enough bulk in 
the diet the muscular tube 
o v e r c o n t r a c t s , causing 
spasm 
The spasm leads to 
constipation, 
irritable or 
spastic colon and pain When 
the bulk that you would get if 
you ate a natural diet with un­ 
refined cereals is added to the 
diet, many people develop 
normal bowel function again 
Diverticulosis (pockets of 
the colon) are thought by 
many to be the result of a 
spastic colon 
Increasing the 
bulk in the diet often helps 
these people 
Since cereal 
fiber as in bran may irritate 
the stomach of a person with 
ulcers, they are sometimes 
better off using Metamucil

Heart Attack Is Fatal 
To Poet Robert Lowell 


NEW YORK (U PI) — Robert 
Lowell, 
the 
iconoclastic 
Pulitzer prize winner held by 
many critics to be the nation’s 
greatest contemporary 
poet, 
died of a heart attack in a New 
York taxicab Wednesday night 
at the age of 60. 
Lowell, an outspoken social 
activist who was sentenced to a 
year and a day in prison for 
refusing the draft during World 
War II, was stricken while 
riding from Kennedy Airport to 
the M anhattan apartm ent of his 
former wife, Elizabeth Hard­ 
wick. He was returning to the 
United States from a visit with 
his son in Ireland. 
A spokesman for his publi­ 
sher, 
F a rra r, 
S traus 
and 
Giroux, 
said 
the 
poet 
was 
pronounced dead on arrival at 
Roosevelt Hospital. 
Lowell, a native of Boston, 
won the Pulitzer in 1947 for his 
volum e 
of 
poetry, 
“ Lord 
W eary’s Castle,” but his life 
was m arked as m uch by 
controversy 
and 
personal 
upheaval as by praise for his 
work 
An outspoken social activist 
and pacifist, he was imprisoned 
in 1943 as a conscientious ob­ 
jector who refused to report for 
the draft. Two decades later, in 
1965, he again found hiniself in 
the center of public controversy 
when he rejected President 
Lyndon Johnson’s invitation to 
attend a 
White House arts 
festival, saying he felt “dismay 


and distrust” of US. foreign 
policy. 
, 
Lowell’s poetry drew heavily 
upon his Calvinistic upbringing 
in New England and upon the 
Roman Catholicism to which he 
converted, then rejected 
” 
Lowell was m arried three 
times. 
His 1940 m arriage to novelist 
Jean Stafford ended eight years 
later, and in 1949. he m arried 
Miss Hardwick. The couple had 
one daughter, H arriet Wirislow 
Lowell, before their m arriage 
dissolved in divorce in 1973.s 
At the time of his dea&i, 
Lowell was m arried to Carol^ie 
Blackwell, who lives in Irelaijd. 
Lowell was born on March* 1, 
1917, with poetry as a family 
heritage.

Young Is Expected To Win 
Easily In Detroit Primary 


DETROIT (UPI) — Strong 
support from blacks was ex­ 
pected to give Mayor Coleman 
A. Young an easy victory in 
today’s mayoral prim ary and 
w hites ap p eared likely to 
decide the runner-up, who will 
face Young in the general 
election Nov. 8. 
Young’s three chief challeng­ 
ers — a black and two whites — 
have openly conceded that 
Young, the first black mayor of 
the nation’s sixth largest city, 
will finish first in the non­ 
partisan prim ary because of 
strong black support. 
But they believe the city’s 
racially split electorate makes 
it possible for Young to be 
d efeated in N ovem ber. All 
three were counting on the 
white vote to give them a 
second 
place 
finish 
and 
a 
chance to meet Young in a two- 
way race. 
The three m ajor challengers 
are City Councilman Ernest C. 
Browne Jr., 
who is 
black, 
Wayne State University law 
professor John 
Mogk and 
businessman Thomas Dailey. 
Dailey moved to Detroit from 
the suburbs expressly to run for 
mayor. 
City Clerk Jam es Bradley 
predicted that between 42 and 
45 per cent of the city’s 639,980 
registered voters will turn out 
at the polls but said, “Don’t let 
it cloud up.” 
The weather forecast called 
for periods of showers and 
thundershowers throughout the 
dav with highs in the low to mid 
70s. 
Most 
political 
observers 
viewed the race as a close 
battle for second place between 
Browne 
and 
D ailey, 
with 
Browne holding onto an early 
lead and Dailey closing in on 
the heels of a media blitz. 
Both Dailey and Mogk have 
been trying to disprove the 
belief apparently held by many 
white voters that 
no white 
challenger can defeat Young, a 
59-year-old A labam a native 
who rose through the ranks of 
the labor and civil rights move­ 
ments. 
Although Detroit’s population 
is rougly 60 per cent black, its 
reg istered voters a re split 
about 50-50. 
Racial overtones have domi­ 
nated the mayoral contest since 
Young, in a speech to a black 
Baptist 
congregation, 
called 
Browne “the first black white 
hope in the history of politics.”

Browne, 51, has been trying 
to project himself as a family 
man who takes a moderate, 
lowJtey approach to probletns 
in marked contrast to the more 
flam boyant, tw ice-divoroed 
Young. 
Young, a streetwise former- 
state senator who defeated a 
former w hite police chief in the 
1973 general election, has won 
the endorsements both of big 
business and labor in his bid for 
a second term.

plotting the assassination of 
Joseph “Jock” Yablonski, his 
rival 
in 
the 
union’s 
1969 
presidential election, and Ya- 
blonski’s wife and daughter. 


The three were shot to death 
Dec. 31, 1969, while sleeping in 
their Clarksville, Pa. home 
A Delaware County Court 
jury convicted Boyle of first- 
degree murder in 
1974 and 
sentenced him to life imprison­ 
m ent. 
The sta te Suprem e 
Court, however, last January 
granted him a new trial on 
grounds Judge Francis Catania 
was in error in refusing to allow 
testim ony from a defense 
witness. 


Boyle served three years of a 
federal sentence for illegally 
using union funds in the election 
and then served almost a year 
in the Western State Correc­ 
tional Institution in Pittsburgh

Apartment 
Construction News, apart­ 
ments for sale are readily 
available. “People interested 
in buying a condominium,”

It’s a good idea to take along 
a check list while inspecting 
the premises before buying. 
Prior to looking at a new 
apartment, write down the 
measurements of your current 
place. Empty rooms always 
appear 
larger.

measurements will give you a 
yardstick for comparing both 
the total living area and the 
size of rooms in the new 
apartment. 
Inquire about storage space. 
Rem em ber that if you’re 
moving from a house, you 
won’t 
have 
an 
attic 
or 
basement to store things in. Be 
sure there is ample closet 
space near the front entrance 
as well as in the bedrooms. 
Look to see if the kitchen and 
dining areas are convenient 
for cooking and serving meals. 
Try to imagine how the

Your Family 
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Improvements May Not 


Increase Home's Value 


Before you consider in­ 
vesting a great deal of money 
into an addition or improve­ 
ment in your home, the Colum- 
biana 
County 
Board 
of 
Realtors 
and 
the 
National 
Association of Realtors remind 
you of this important point: An 
addition or improvement does 
not necessarily add to the 
value of a home, and could 
lower it. 
A major addition or altera­ 
tion may not always bring 
about the desired effect, ac­ 
cording to Harvey Rickert, 
president of the board. Value 
could be reduced if an addition 
is 
poorly 
built. 
Garish 
decorating also may lower 
value. Crowding a large swim­ 
ming pool onto a small lot may 
detract from your home’s 
value too. 
Members of the American 
Institute 
of 
Real 
Estate 
Appraisers (A IR E A ), a Na­ 
tional Association affiliate, 
note that sometimes central 
air conditioning added to a 
sm all 
house 
in 
northern 
climates will not bring a large 
return because there is little 
need for it. 
ON T H E OTHER HAND, a 
home’s value could be in­ 
creased well beyond the cost of 
the 
improvement. 
Moder­ 
nizing a kitchen-dining room 
area or adding a bathroom 
have this effect. 
Adding a bathroom may cost 
from $2,000 to $10,000. The cost 
of remodeling a kitchen could 
be less than $1,000 or as much 
as $10,000. At the high end of 
these ranges, it may not be 
possible to recover the invest­ 
ment in increased value. Al­ 
though the cost of good land­ 
scaping is hard to compute, a 
recent study reveals it could 
add about $1,400 to a home’s 
value by hiding ugly construc­ 
tion features and making the 
exterior more pleasant. 
Improvements 
made 
to 
maintain the quality

home, such as a new roof, will 


only preserve the home’s value 
but failure to maintain this 
component w ill

in 
lowered value. 
A quality paint job for an 
average four-bedroom frame 
house will cost from $1,200 to 
$1,500 and will last about five 
years. This is essential for 
simple maintenance of value. 
Aluminum siding for the same 
house will cost about $2,400, 
vinyl siding about $3,000. Each 
will last 15 to 20 years. Ob­ 
viously, siding will add to the

ticularly in areas where resi­ 
dents are conscious of the need 
to conserve energy through 
insulation.

about an addition, location is

bedroom. A bathroom forced 
into a tiny area is no asset to a 
home either. 
Home additions 
and 
im­ 
provements are big business. 
In 1975, $25 billion was spent on 
home improvements and $35 
billion was expected to be 
spent in 1976. 
A spokesman for Midwest 
Home Improvement Lenders 
said most loans granted by its 
members were for expansion 
of homes, although some were 
for such 
luxury 
items as 
Roman baths. 
U.S. Census Bureau figures 
for a recent year verify this. 
Major additions and structural 
alterations accounted for 30.4 
per cent of money loaned for 
remodeling. In second place 
was exterior finishing, which 
accounted for 21.2 per cent of 
the money spent; interior 
finishing, 19 per cent; and 
other improvements, 29.4 per 
cent. 
The trend toward additions 
is 
expected 
to 
continue. 
Industry experts say many

Condominium Concept: 
Alive, Well-accepted 


The condominium concept is 
ilive 
and 
well-accepted 
throughout the United States, 
and sales and resales are hale 
and hearty in many parts of 
the nation. 
Those were the findings 
disclosed by a recent National 
Association of Realtors phone 
survey of experts in the con­ 
dominium field. 
This year, according to a 
Rockville, Md., Realtor, condo 
sales have "taken off like 
craxy. It’s unbelievable, in all 
ranges from $24,000 up to six 
figures." Rockville is a suburb 
of Washington, D. C. 
A Washington, D C., Realtor 
said "resales are unbelievably 
hot now.” Citing his firm’s 
recent experience, he said that 
in 1976 an average of 80 days 
elapsed between listing and 
contract signing Although he 
has not compiled data for this 
year, he suspects the figure 
has been halved, 
THE UPSURGE in sales is 
evident elsewhere A Chicago 
Realtor cited a recent conao 
conversion made by his firm in 
north suburban Evanston, a 
city whose population declined 
8 per cent in 1976. 
Eighty per cent of the 45 
available units were sold in 
only eight weeks. This hap­ 
pened, he pointed out, in spite 
of the fact that sales were 
opened during the coldest 
week last winter. 
In California, 6ne of the 
hottest real estate markets in 
the nation, 100 per cent of 
residential condos up for sale 
are sold within six months, 
according to a San Diego 
Realtor 
Sales in Florida, a severely 
depressed condo market in 


past years, have picked up as 
well. A Maitland, Fla., (an 
Orlando 
suburb) 
R ealtor 
expects the current excess 
inventory of units in central 
Florida to be exhausted by the 
end of the year. 
In 
heavily 
overbuilt 
southeast Florida, the sales 
picture is improving too, ac­ 
cording to the vice president 
and chief economist of First 
National City Bank of New 
York. The bank is heavily 
involved in real estate and 
foreclosed 
condom inium 
projects in Dade, Broward and 
Palm Beach counties. 
LUXURY-CLASS 
COND­ 
OS — $80,000 and up — as well 
as condos in the $35,000-and- 
under price range are moving 
well, he said. However, mid­ 
priced condos, which make up 
the bulk of the market, are not 
selling quite as well. 
The bank executive expects 
his bank's inventory of luxury- 
class condos to return to 
normal supply-demand levels 
within nine m onths; low- 
priced units, in 13 to 14 mon­ 
ths; and mid-priced condos, 
two years. 
The resurgence in condo 
sales across the nation began 
last year, according to Ken 
Kerin, director of the National 
Association’s Department of 
Economics and Research. 
Sales are continuing at a 
"decent” pace now and the 
market is slowly being cleaned 
up, he said. 
Who are the buyers? 
A Chicago Realtor said, 
"Data seem to confirm the 
widely held belief that the 
prime m arket groups for 
condominium housing are the 
under-35sand ‘empty nesters.’ 


"THE 
PROPORTION of 
younger buyers apparently 
has increased dram tically 
over the past year or two,” he 
added. 
"Younger 
buyers 
accounted for one-quarter of 
all condominium sales, ac­ 
cording to a 1975 HUD study. 
Recent studies place the figure 
much higher.” 
Evidence of the latter can be 
seen in Washington, D.C. A 
R ealtor there said young 
people are migrating back into 
the city from the suburbs in 
great numbers. Some make 
the move to curb rising 
commuting costs, a feature 
that 
a ttra c ts 
buyers 
in 
Chicago, Matanky added. 
There also has been an 
upsurge in the number of 
single women buying condos in 
W ashington. E stim ates are 
that single women account for 
one-third to 40 per cent of sales 
in some complexes there. 
In the tight housing market 
of southern California, buyers 
"are 
taking 
anything 
available," said! the San Diego 
Realtor, "except luxury-class 
consos.” As a result, many 
families have moved into low- 
and mid-priced condominiums 
there. 
Why are condos selling now? 


RENEWED 
CONSUME- 
R confidence in the economy 
has boosted sales, according to 
several respondents. In ad­ 
dition, lending agencies now 
have greater confidence in 
consos, one added. 
Another reason: people now 
have 
accepted 
the 
con­ 
dominium concept as a way of 
life, so they are buying. And in 
central 
Florida, 
condos 
represent a bargain.

The plaintiffs in the lawsuit 
contended they held superior 
title to a considerable part of 
the real estate occupied by the

buyers, 
basing 
their

the state to a previous owner of 
the tract before it was sub­ 
divided. 
The titles of the home buyers 
were finally upheld — but only 
after nearly eight years of 
proceedings that 
included 
assignment of a 
referee, 
completion of court-appointed 
survey, preparation of various 
reports and the holding of 
numerous hearings. After the 
lower court ruled in favor of
